We note that the Information Disclosure Statement was not 
indicated as being reviewed in the Examiner's Answer of May 
11, 2005, nor was the Form 1449 "checked off". 

Based on the arguments presented in Appellant's Reply Brief of 
July 11, 2005, the honorable Board is therefore respectfully 
urged to reverse the final rejection of the Primary Examiner.
